"On the next corner was a drugstore. 


I went in with the twenty dollar piece 
in my palm, and upon thrusting it be- 
fore the clerk, asking him whether he 
could change it, he replied sneeringly, 
and in tones which implied that he 
felt hurt at me for taking him for « 
green-horn:'Well, not this time.' 


"Once outside the place, it occurred 


to me that if I had made a purchase 
there would have been no trouble in 
getting change.

Deck's bill to provide for tho rotiroment or 
United States legal tenders and National bank 
notes of small d .nominations, and the Issue of 
coin ocrtmoates In lioa of gold and silver cer- 
tificates, and Mr. Beck addressed tho Senate 
in Its support. He oflorod evidence in support 
of his charge that Senator Sherman was re- 
sponsible for the demonetization of silver in a 
manner so secret that neither the fjoutrress 
which enacted, nor the President who approved 
tho bill were aware of Its effect. 


Mr. Book's bill to provide for the retirement 


of United States legal tender and National 
bank notos of small denominations and the is- 
sue o! coin certiBcates In lieu of gold certia- 
oates, was tuken up, and Mr. Beck addressed 
the Benate In support of It. He denounced as 
untrue the pretense that silver was demone- 
tized because It was more valuable than gold; 
but declared it was because capitalists and 
bond-owners saw tnat gold was becoming more 
and more vsluable every day. Ho also charged 
that the 1)111 demonetizing silver was consum- 
mated through the revision of the statutes. The 
act of 1878 had not destroyed the legal-tendei 
principle of tho silver coin then in eiist- 
enoo, but the Revised Statutes. which professed 
not to alter the law inasingle syllable came aft- 
erwards and declared that silver coin should be 
a legal tender for not more than five dollars, 
The demonetization of silver was but one step 
In that line, a stop which was in perfect ac- 
cord with all tho other stops that were taken. 
The act in the Revised Statutes waa another stap 
In the same direction. There was not a man In 
ejthor House who would dare to say that he knew 
that the Itovlsed Statutes took away the 
legal tender quality ol the ' silver dollar. Even 
the Senator from Ohio (Mr. Sherman) woulil 
not admit that he Itnow tho thins was done. 
After that was done the next thing determined 
upon was to strilte down tho greenback (in tho 
resumption act)— to destroy It altogother, and 
to leave national banks omnipotent ovor the 


"Referring to the oflorts of the National banks 
to prevent the coinage of sflver, he spoke ol 
those banks as a failure, as no longer of any 
account, as going down every day. In conclu- 
sion, he said that he would call up hia bill tot 
action at an oarly dar, when he would sec 
whether the Senate agreed with him in think- 
ing his bill a step In-the right direction.
